He will have to stay in the Tombs until Fri- 
day. Tomorrow is a holiday and I don’t 
think we can get bail until the next day. We 
will have it Friday, though, and Mr. Wiman 
will be released. That is all.“ 


Mrs. Wiman Believes Him Innocent. 


The distressing news was not long in reach 
ing the home of Mr. Wiman at Tompkins av- 
enue, or,as it is better known, the Upper 
Terrace, St. George, S. I. When she heard 
of the arrest Mrs. Wiman, although she was 
shocked, bore up with greater calmness than 
was expeeted. This was due to her implicit 
belief in the thorough honesty of her husband 
and her confidence in his ability to prove his 
innocence. 

Mr. and Mrs. Wiman’s married daughter, 
Mrs. Norman Walker, is very ill. Harris Wi- 
man, the second son, is employed in the news- 
paper business, and Frank, his younger 
brother, is in the office of Vermilye & Co., 
brokers in Wall street: As soon as word had 
been received of the arrest Harris Wiman 
came to New York from Staten Isiand 
and went to the Tombs, carrying a smal! 
sachel with change of linen for his father. 
The night keeper of the prison received the 
sachel and consented to take a note from the 
young man to Mr. Wiman. In this note 
young Mr. Wiman asked his father if he 
wished anything doneand if he cared to make 
any statements. 


In reply to this message Mr. Wiman wrote 
to his son that he was both cheerful and well, 
that he had committed no crimes, but had no 
doubt blundered, and that he was willing to 
stand the consequences. He added he had 
absolutely refused to accept bail, although 
offered him by his friends to get bondsmen 
‘for him. His note concluded with the state-

Possibly Arrested for Revenge. 


Investigation in financial circles in this city 
tonight led to the discovery of what may be a 
clew tothe present prosecution of Mr. Wiman. 
One of the questions sought to be solved to- 
night was why a whole year should have been 
allowed to elapse (it wasin February, 1893, 
that Wimuan severed his connection with R. 
G. Dun & Co.) before the crime alleged 
against him was prosecuted. This inquiry 
created a good deal of interest. 

One explanation advanced for the arrest is 
as follows: About a month ago a mysterious 
circular was printed by some person unknown 
and industriously circulated among prom- 
inent merchants of this city. In fact, every 
one who was likély to make use of mercantile 
agencies received one of these circulars. In 
brief, the circular revealed many hitherto 
very dimly understood facts in regard to mer- 
cantile agencies and their methods of doing 
business. It was a revelation not of the most 
pleasing character to agencies, and created a 
great deal of talk and bitter feeling. Mr. 


'-Withan was promptly held responsible for its 


authorship. 

It was argued that there were few men 80 
thoroughly acquainted with the details of 
mercantile agency business and that none 
knew of the facts made public in the circular 
so well as Mr. Wiman. Now, as a matter of 
fact, Mr. Wiman, his friends say, not only 
did not write the circular, but was unaware 
of the fact that it was published. Although 
totally innocent of the authorship the credit 
of it has ever since been laid upon his shoul- 
dero, and it is supposed that R. G. Dun & Co. 
had ever since felt embittered toward him on 
this account. 


Career of Erastus Wiman. 


Mr. Wiman was born in Canada fifty-nine 
years ago. He was first employed in the com- 
posing-room of the Toronto Globe, and after - 
wurd became the market reporter of the pa- 
per. In 1861 he entered the Toronto agency 
of Dun & Co. He proved himself so apt that 
he was soon promoted to be manager and 
then was brought to the home office in this city. 
The business grew at a marvelous rate, and his 
income, it was estimated, gradually increased 
until it reached $50,000 or $60,000 a year. 
Intensely ambitious to earn fame and fortune 
Mr. Wiman early went into enterprises that 
made him a conspicuous figure in the metrop- 
olis. Je retained his Canadian citizenship 
and was the tounder of a couple of big tele- 
graph lines in Canada, a director in the West- 
ern Union Telegraph company, and connect- 
ed with scores of other enterprises. Mr. Wi- 
man came to be known as the Duke of 
Staten Island because of the great 
amount of property he controlled there. 
After a time it became known he 
was treading on thin financial ice 
and his power was soon on the wane. The 
amount involved in his final failure has never 
been definitely settled, being estimated all 
the way from $750,009 to. $1.500,000. 


With his family, Mr. Wiman has lived for |

THROWS A MUSEUM OROWD- INTO 
NEEDLESS PANIC. 


Men Run and Women Faint as the Terror 
of the Desert Slinks Away to Find a 
Quiet Place in Which to Lick His Teoth- 
less Gums and Mangy Sides — People 
Frightened So That an Advertisement 
May Se Furnished a Dime Museum by 
a Threadbare “ Fake.” ‘ 

With a roar that shook the building to its 
foundations and froze the blood of the spec- 
tators in their veins the ferocious and un- 
tamable Numidian lion Wallace“ (whose 
record is three men and one horse) struck at 
the heavy iron bars of its cage with its pon- 
derous paw, brushing them aside like so many 
straws, Then, lashing its tail and shaking its 
tawny mane in its bloodthirsty fury, the lion 
vaulted through the Opening, and, pausing an 


the streaming blood. The New York papers 
illustrated and used the story for all it was 
worth.

Women went into hysterics and tthe 
audience fled, frantic. with terror, into 
the basement, leaped upon the stage, which is 
five feet above the floor, and out ipto the 
street. Some climbed tlie pillars in the 
theater and staid there. 

Bronco Boccaccio and Felix McDonald, the 
keepers, hastened after the beast and readily 
drove it into à corner next to the stage. Some 
of the stage hands lifted down the shifting 
box —the small cage in which the lion is 
transported.

_ Reamed Around New York. 

The inside history of the New York fake“ 
has never been printed simply because all the 
Gotham papers bit. It was Oct. 29 that he 
escaped from his cage and, after leading his 
keepers a lively and bloodcurdling chase, 
took shelter jn a stable in which was a valua- 
ble Arabian steed worth many hundreds of 
dollars.

This quickly brought Inspector Williams and 
a squad of policemen to the theater to dis- 
patch the brute. ä 

Police Expose the Fraud. 

Inspector Williams said that the lion's rec- 
ord of three men and one horse showed that 
no community was safe with the animal in its 
confines, therefore he proposed to end the 
creature’s vareer.. Seeing he was in earnest 
the owners of the lion told. how cleverly they 
had worked the papers for several pages 
of free advertising and declared the animal 
was harmless as a kitten. To prove this the 
keepers got into the cage and did as they 
pleased with the lion, which bore all sorts of 
liberties with astonishing meek ness. The 
result was that Wallace was permitted to 
live to escape again for the delectation of re- 
porters with a keen scent for big stories.

Mr. Bland then moved that the House go 
into Committee of the Whole on the seignior- 
age bill, and pending that that all debate be 
limited to ten minutes, and on the latter mo- 
tion he demanded the previous question. 

Populists Fail to Vote. 

Mr. Bland failed to secure a quorum by a 
narrow margin and moved a call of the 
House. The call developed the presence of 
271 members and the vote then recurred on 
Mr. Bland’s demand for the previous question 
on his motion te close debate. The Populists 
did not vote on the first roll call, which action 
alarmed the Democrats. Jerry Simpson 
when approached said that they wanted to 
show the country that the Democratie party 
was incapable of transacting business. On 
the second roll call the supporters of the 
Bland bill were greatly relieved to find the 
Populists responded in the affirmative as their 
names were called. Ten Republicans who 
have been voting with the Democrats up to 
this time, however, except Waugh, Marsh, and 
Murray, with the prospect of a quorum in 
sight, on this vote yielded to the solicitations 
of their Eastern colleagues, so that despite the 
great effort to secure a quorum it again fell 
short, this time ten—159 to 10. 

When the announcemént was made Mr. 
Reed suggested that the time spent in se- 
curing a quoruin could be more profitably 
spent in debate. 

** Will the gentiemen on the other side agree 
upon a time for voting if the debate is al- 
lowed to proceed? asked Mr. MeMillin. 

“Certainly,” replied Mr. Reed, We will

The House Agricultural Committee Not 
Favorable to the Project. 

Wasuineron, D. C., Feb. 21.—From the 
views expressed by — of the House 
Committee on Agriculfure the prospect of a 
favorable report upon one of the bills for an 
appropriation to exterminate the Russian 
thistle from the wheat lands of the Northern- 
Middle States is not bright. Senator Hans- 
brough of North Dakota was accorded an au- 
dience by the committee that he might ex- 
plain the necessity for aggressive measures 
against the pest which is playing havoc in the 
Dakotas and adjoining lands. The inability 
of the States to cope with the recgntly im-

stones and that the government might be 
asked to give money for removing them. The 
Hansbrough plan, the member explained, 
would involve a cost of 50 cents an acre for 
removing the thistles. The infested country 
would be divided into districts, in each of 
which the work would be in charge of a 
superintendent ata salary of $3.30 a day. 
A member commented on this plan that it 


would make thistle raising more profitable 


than wheat 28 ; 

J. H. Brigham of Delta, O., Master of the 
National Grange, read to the committee a 
paper commending the work of the agricult- 
ural experiment stations. He urged the com- 
mittee ta contitivue appropriations for then, 
deciari their. work was valuable and 
fully appreciated by farmers.

New Charge Against the Foreign Olaim

ous crimes that of a conspiracy to murder 
several of the government officials and wit- 
nesses who were instrumental in bringing him 
to justice. The plot is said to have been con- 
ceived in the county jail in this city during 
his continement prior to his departure for 
Columbus, O., where he is now serving 
his sentence. The ‘confessions in the 
court today of the four witnesses 
who perjured themselves for him during 
his trial last December brought to light the 
facts.

A few weeks prior to Howard’s last trial he 
went to New York and secured the four men 
through an advertisement, He told them he 
wanted them as clerks in his law office in 
Memphis, Tenn.

When they arrived here 
they were secreted in an obscure boarding- 
house and warned not to form any acquaint- 
ances. Soon he unfolded his plans to them, 
and with threats caused them to testify false- 
ly on the stand and in his favor. :

TO TEST PERSONAL LIBERTY LAW. 


Soo Road Officers Charged with Dismissing 
a Man for Belonging to a Union. 

MxNRATOLIS. Minn., Feb. 21.—[Special.] 
The arrest of General Manager Underwood 
of the Soo road and Supt. Hickman of the Soo 
shops for a violation of the personal liberty 
law will soon be made. The warrants are 
now in the hands of the County Attorney. It 
is alleged that the Soo road is requiring all 
the employés of its shops to sign an agree- 
ment not to belong to any union, and the 
arrest is made in the case of an employé dis- 
missed because he was a member of a labor 
organization. General Manager Underwood 
when told that he was liable to be arrested for 
violating the personal liberty law said: 1 
sincerely hope they will arrest me and make a 


test case of it, for it is time that we found out 


whether the owners of this road through their 
representatives are running it or whether the 
Boilmakers’ Union is running it. They may 
oust me forty-five times a day from now until 
I die, but the road will do business at the old 
stand ufter I aid dead and gone.“

Floral offerings: from the Daughters of the 
Revolution, whose annual congress convenes 
in Washington tomorrow, have been placed 
on the handsome Barre granite monument 
just finished and placed in position over the 
last resting place of Mrs. Benjamin Harrison 
at Crown Hill. This is the only dedication 
the massive gray stone has had. The Harri- 
son tomb is near the Crown,“ or highest 
pointin the cemetery. The plainness of the 
Harrison monument isits charm. It is seven 
feet square at the base, about ten feet in 
height, and the only inscription which it bears 
is the word Harrison’’ engraved in large 
letters directly above the base.

BIG OIL STRIKE NEAR PORTLAND. 


It Is in the Fort Recovery Field and Is a 


Heavy Producer, 

Porruanp, Ind., Feb. 21.—[Special.]—The 
latest big oil well that has been drilled is near 
the State line in what is known as the Fort 
Recovery field. It surpasses all expectations 
and is one of the heaviest producers in Ohio 
or Indiana. The well was shot yesterday 
with eighty quarts of nitro glycerine, and at 
short intervals since then has thrown up a 
heavy column of oil to a height of seventy 
feet.

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‘UNDERWRITERS ADOPT A NEM 
SUHEDULE OF RATING 


By a Unanimous Vote They Clinch the 25 
Per Cent Raise in Rates aud Decide 
Upon a Revision of Inspection and Sur- 
vey Methods- Claim the New Schedule 
Will Improve Construction=Movement 
to Consolidate the Fire Business of Chi- 
cago and Cook County. 


Chicago’s Association of Fire Underwriters 
surprised itself aguin yesterday by adopting a 


By this action the 25 per cent raise in rates 
was clinched. There will be a revision of the 
inspection and survey methods and a differ- 
ent order of business inaugurated, Like the 
action of Tuesday, when the rates were boost- 
ed, the vote of yesterday was unanimous. The 
weak-kneed members, who, it was thought, 
might wish to recede from the increased rate 
program in case there was public clamor 
against it. were not given an opportunity to 
change their minds. From 2:30 until 6 
o’clock the leaders who have been engineer- 
ing the’action of the board explained the feat- 
ures of the schedule, and then every one of 
the forty-six members present voted for it, 
and left the building congratulating them- 
selves that the job was over, Before this, 
however, . they decided that the schedule 
should go into effect at once. | : 

The schedule as adopted affects the same 
class of risks as did the increased rates. The 
result will be a decrease on some buildings 
and an increase on others, In this way the 
advance will be distributed. The schedule 
conforms with the recent city building ordi- 
nance, and will lead toimproved construction. 
All the buildings affected will have to be re- 
surveyed, and it will be some time before the 
schedule can be completely carried out. Mean- 


while it is provided that all risks written at 


the 25 per cent increased rate shall be sub- 
ject to modifications in accordance with the 
results of the surveys. If it is found, for in- 
stance, that on a first-class building the rate 
according to the schedule wili be lower than 
the 25 per cent increase a rebate will be paid 
the assured. In case, according to the sched- 
ule, the rate should be higher than 25 per 
cent the policy will be allowed to stand until 
its expiration. 

On top of the increased rates and the new 
schedule there is still another move to further 
consvulidate the fire business of the city and 
Cook County ipto the management of the as- 
sociation. At present its authority extends 
only to the old city limits, but a committee 
was appointed yesterday to meet the mana- 
gers and general agents of companies doing 
business in the county outside of the old lim- 
its. This meeting will be held at 11 o’elock 
tomorrow morning. Of seventy-nine man- 
agers and agents communicated with all but 
four have favored the consolidation scheme, 
and if the unanimous fever continues tomor- 
row’s conference should lead to quick results. 
The committee appointed to represent the 
association is composed of President Roth- 
ermel, J. H. Moore, C. W. Drew, Thomas 
Goodman, E. M. Teall, C. R. Hopkins, and 
one other. President Rothermel is a pro- 
nounced consolidation man, as are other 
members of the committee. The new sched- 
ule, which has been the work of months, has 
been synopsized in Tue TRIBUNE. 

For the purposes of inspection and survey 
the city is to be divided into twenty-one dis- 
tricts, with a man for each district, who will 
do all the work instead of two. At present 
there are two sets of inspectors doing practi- 
cally the same work. 

Chief Swenie, who is probably as well posted 
on insurance matters as any man not in the 
business, said yesterday he could see no rea- 
son for an increase of 25 per cent in insur- 
ance rates.

INSURANCE TAX LAW OF NEW YORK. 


Controller Has Made No Collections from 
Fire Companies Since 1886, ; 

ALRANx, N. T., Feb. 21.—[Special. ]—Chap- 
ter 542, Laws of 1880, of New York was 
amended by Chapter 361, Laws of 1881, pro- 
viding for a tax of eight-tenths. of 1 per cent 
upon gross premiums received by insurance 
companies, excepting life insurance com- 
panies and purely mutual benefit associations. 
In 1886 Chapter 679 was passed. - By this 
law the rate was changed to five-tenths of 1 
per cent upon gross premiums of fire and 
marine companies of this State and foreign 
countries. Since 1886 no tax has been col- 
lected by the State Controller from fire com- 
panies of other States. This act was amended 
by Chapter 218, Laws of 1891. The tax of 
eight-tenths of 1 per cent provided for by the 
act of 1880 is still coilected from all fidelity, 
casualty, and guarantee companies. .The fire 
department tax of 2 per cent payable by 
other State and foreign fire insurance com- 
panies to the local fire departments was re- 
enacted in Chapter 604, Laws of 1886, and 
the provisions of this law are reincorporated 
in See. 183 of Chapter 690, Laws of 1892, 
the present insurance code, and are, of course, 
still collectable. 


Policies Should Expire with Assignments. 

The Insurance committee of the Massachusetts 
State Legislature has given a hearing on a bill 
introduced to make fire insurance policies valid 
for three days after an assignment has been 
made without notifying the company. The sup- 

rters of the bill failed to appear, but Vice. 
President Partridge of the North American of 
Boston objected to the — legislation. He 
said it would cover the negléct of the insured. 
He declared it was not fair to ask the company 
to provide against such negligence when the 
third party might not be a desirable one to in- 
sure. The companies, he said, insured the indi- 
viduals and not the property, and moral bazard 
he declared to be the most important one in fire 
insurance, and that companies ought to be al- 
lowed to select the party with whom the contract 
was made.

STATISTICS ABOUT FARM ANIMALS, 


Figures as to Number and Prices Compiled 
in the Agricultural Departmen t. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 21.—Figures on 
the number and value of farm animals, as 
well as compilations made by special agents, 


are included in the report of Statistician Rob- 


inson of the Agricultural Department for Jan- 
uary and February. The total number of 
horses has decreased 125,665, as compared 
with the returns of a year ago, although there 
was an increase in thirty of the States. The 


total number of horses last January was 16,- 


081,139. Prices have declined in all the 
States and Territories, except Rhode Island 
The number of mules in the 
country in January was 2,352,231. There 
was a slight increase in the number and value 
of milch cows. The number at present is 
16,487,400, as against 16,424,087 a year 
ago, and make an aggregate in average 
value of $358,998,661, against $357, — 
785. There was an increase’ in 
the number of cattle from 35,954,196, 
valued at $547,882.204 last year, to 36,- 
608,160, valued at $536,739,747. The 
number and prices of both sheep and swine 
have declined. The total number of farm 
animals last month was 161,733,453. It is 
stated that in the total number of these farm 
animals the average annual rate of increase 
during the decade 1870-1880 was 1.67 per 
cent. In the following decade it rose to 3.17 
per cent, and between 1890 and 1893 there 
was an average annual decrease of two-tenths 
of 1 percent. The comparative ave 
cotton crops are given by States as follows: 
Virginia, 94; North Carolina, 95; South 
Carolina, 82; Georgia, 93 j Florida, 106; 
Alabama, 96; Mississippi, ; Louisian

CASE AFFECTING PRINCESS COLONNA. 


Ruling to Be Given by the Supreme Court 
of International Import, 

WASHINGTON. D. C., Feb. 21.—Legal author- 
ities about the United States Supreme Court 
say the status of the contention between 
Prince and Princess Colonna may be materi- 
ally affected by a case soon to be head be- 
fore the court, as to the extent to which the 
judgment of a French court can be enforced 
inthe United States. The case involves a 
judgment for about $400,000 given by the 
French courts ‘against Hilton, Hughes & Co. 
of New York. The French judgment is con- 
tested orf the ground that the case should have 
been tried in this country, where the Amer- 


ican defendants could have received a 


full and fair jury hearing. It bas 


also been urged that French courts give no 


recognition to the decrees or judgments of 
American courts. Should the Supreme Court 
sustain the French judgment, itis said that a 
precedent will be established governing the 
Colonna case and other international litiga- 
tions. Prince Colonna has the decree of a 
French court favorable to his custedy of the 
Colonna children, but the Princess has re- 
moved the children from the jurisdiction of 
the French court. If, however, the précedent is 
established that foreign decrees can be certi- 
fied to the courts of this country, and then en- 
forced, it would permit the Freuch decree as 
to the Colonna petition ta be given effect in 
this country. It is said that this is only one 
of a number of cases involving international 
domestic entanglements which would be af. 
fected by a ruling favorable to enforcing the 
judgments and decrees of foreign courts. 


HE EXPOUNDS THE A. F. A. PRINCIPLES, 


Wisconsin Pastor Explains Why He Ac- 
cepts the State Presidency. 

West Surrngior, Wis., Feb. 21.—{Special.] 
—The Rev. D. D. Cheney Jr., pastor of the 
First Baptist Church of this city, has openly 
accepted the Presidency of the Wisconsin 
American Protective Association, tendered to 
him a few days ago. He explained today that 
the platform of the organization was made of 
sound and patriotic American timber and 
that while no political party would adopt it 
as a creed, yet no American citizen shouid be 
ashamed to stand on it. 

The chief purpose ‘of the organization,“ 
he said, is to secure the adoption of an 
amendment to the National Constitution for- 
ever forbidding the division of public funds 
for any sectarian purposes. The organization 
is strong in every town in the State and eon- 
trols the balance of power which will be used 
for the protection of free schools. 

„An Irish Catholic or German Catholic 
coming to this country, he added, ‘* cannot 
honestly take the oath of .allegiance to this 
government by which he forswears allegiance 
to every other potentate, sovereign, and ruler 
exce pt at the expense of his Catholicism.’ 

For this reason Mr. Cheney believes that 
Catholics should be denied the right to vote. 
He says, however, the organization. in this 
State is non-political except where politics 
must enter it.

William Kunstman, and his post is on the 
first floor. He is on duty from 11 p. m. 
until 7 a. m., and he heard nothing during 
the night. My impression is that the ceiling 
did not all fall in a second, and that if the 
room had been filled with people hey would 
ha ve had time to escape. 

J. J. Egan, the architect of the building. 
said: »I think the ceiling was properly con- 
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structed. The fact that it stood fourteen 
years proves that. Theaccident may have re- 
sulted from the great derricks that were rolled 
up and down on the roof when the building 
was repaired. The vibrations may have 
loosened the hooks that held it up. Iam in- 
clined, though, to attribute the accident to 
the settling of the south end of the building; 
and that settling is a mystery to me. The 
building is the pioneer among tfie piled build- 
ings of this city, and the piles under the south 
end were driven as close together as they could 
stand. Moreover, the ground was better at 
the south end than anywhere else, and so hard 
that the piles could not be driven deeper than 
twenty feet. The buiiding did not settle for 
several years. Then, after settling for two or 
three years, it stopped settling for the same 
length of time, and then began again. It is 
alla mystery to me, but J. think this is the 
cause ot the ceiling falling.

PITIABLE DILEMMA OF DEMOORATS 
TOUCHING THE TARIFF. 


Leaders Becoming Irascible Over Their 
Legislative Impotence — Chandler's 
Keen Stab at Vest Regarding Sugar 
and Whisky—Senatorial Wall Street 
Speculations Not Profitable — Income 
Tax Likely to StandeHeadsman Max- 
well Receives Insulting Letters. 

Wasnixdrox, D. C., Feb. 21.—[Special.]— 

The Democratic leaders in the Senate see no 

light ahead on the tariff. This was manifest 

today from the loss of temper by Voorhees, 

Millis, and other members of the Finance 

committee. The bare suggestion from the 

Republican side that something ought to be 

known of what they were domg threw them 

allintoa rage. Vest of Missouri tried to 
wriggle out by raking up Senator Chandlor's 


part in the Presidential struggle of 1876. 


Chandler's retort on this point was keen 
enough, but it was nothing to his thrust at 
Vest in regard to sugar. Whenhe sarcastic- 
ally expressed the hope that the Senator from 
Missouri would be abieto handle the sugar 
schedules ** without damage to himself, to the 
sugar interests, and to the country every 
one supposed that the fiery Vest would be on 
his feet at once repelling the insinuation that 
his part in framing the tariff bill had any 
connection with Wall street stock jobbing. 
But the Missourian sat very quiet, while his 
colleagues smiled a little and nudged each 
other. 

Senator Chandler might have gone on/ and 
expressed the further hope that nobody who 
was framing the tariff bill was playing into 
the hands of the whisky trust, but he was for- 
bearing enough not to tread on that danger- 
ous ground. No one really knows what Sen- 
ators have been caught on sugar and on 
whisky, because it cannot be predicted how 
they will come out in the end until they know 
themselves whether there will be a duty on 
sugar and whether the whisky tax will be in- 


creased to $1.15 or $1.20. 


Mills’ Work Is Finished. 


Leaving out the speculative features the dis- 
tress of the Democratic majority is genuine. 
Mr. Mills has completed has work in framing 
the bill, and his temporary membership of 
the Finance committee has been given up and 
Senator McPherson has taken the position 
again. The subcommittee’s work is really 
finished, andthe Democratic majority of the 
Finance committee is simply traveling around 
in a eirele. It begins to look now, if any con- 
cession is made on sugar, thatit will not be 
more than three-fourths of a cent a pound, 
while coal cannot secure a 30 per cent ad va- 
lorem duty unless all the schedules which de- 
pend upon it are radically changed. 

The one thing which is tixed unalterably is 
the income tax. The free traders on the com- 
mittee are still hopeful that when the dissat- 
isfied Senators see the impossibility of fixing 
up the bill to suit everybody they will accept 
the inevitable and take the Wilson bill with 
the radical amendments agreed on by the sub- 
committee. The influence of the administra- 
tion for the bill is bound to count. If it were 
the confirmation of a Supreme Justice by the 
use of patronage the President might be de- 
fied, but wben he reflects the sentiment of the 
great mass of the Democratic party in favor 
of tariff legislation the influence of his admin- 
istration on the kicking Senators is not to be 
despised. Nevertheless, it has to be said that 
at. present the Democratic majority is ata 
standstill and is afraid to move either for- 
ward or back ward. 

A convention of the coal operators of Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee, representihg sixty mines, 
which have an annual output of‘ 3,000,000 
bushels and employ 10,000 hands, upon whom 
45,000 people depend for support, has passed 
resolutions asking that coal be not placed upon 
the free list, and petitioning the Tennessee 
and Kentucky Senators to use their influence 
against the passage of the free coal and iron 
clauses of the Wilson bill.

' ANIMATED TALK IN THE SENATE, 


Tariff Matters Are Productive of a So- 
Called Era of Acrimony. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 21.—The tariff 
question came up in quite an unexpected way 
in the. Senate today, and for two hours it held 
the floor to the exclusion of all other business. 
The matter was alluded to by Senator Voor- 
hees, who arose to a question of privilege to 
deny a newspaper statement, indicating that 
the Democratic members of the Finanee com- 
mittee were submitting to the President's di- 
rections in matters relating to the tariff bill. 

After this denial by Senator Voorhees Sen- 
ator Chandler of New Hampshire precipitated 
the discussion of the day by an inquiry as to 
the part that Senator Mills is performing in 
the considération of the bill in committee, 
and whether he is still acting as the proxy of 
Senator McPherson since the latter’s return 
to the city. Senator Voorhees at first re- 
ferred Senator Chandler to the Record for his 
information, but when the New Hampshire 
Senator insisted upon a direct answer Senator 
Voorhees finally declared that it was no busi. 
ness of the Senator how the Finance ccmunit- 
tee considered the bill. This provoked an 
era of acrimony, and for the next hour Sena- 
torial courtesy had no placein this dignified 
body. Many Senators accused each other of 
unworthy acts. 

The controversy was finally brought to a 
close by Senator McPherson and Senator 
Mills both explaining their positions, the 
former stating that Senator Mills at his re- 
quest was still acting as & member of the 
Finance subcommittee, and the latter declar- 
ing that he was opposed to public hearings 
and did not believe in consulting the tariff 
beneficiaries in forming a law solely designed 
to check their rapacity and benefit the whole 
people. 

Debate on Hawaii. 

Senator White of California then made a 
critical analysis of the conduct of ex-Minister 
Stevens in Hawaii and claimed that upon un- 
disputed records ample proof was found that 
he plotted against the government to which 
he was accredited. The provisional govern- 
ments he said, was not organized for perma- 
nency, but solely for the purpose of trans- 
ferting the country and destroying its nation- 


ality, and that the United States could not 


afford to be a party to acquisition of property 
under such circumstances. He ridiculed the 
proposition. 

Senator Tellér asserted it was proper that 
sympathy should be expressed ftom our gov- 
ernment when an old opera bouffe monarchy 
was going Out of existence. Asan American 
citizen he hoped the day was far distant when 
the United States would be afraid to express 
its sympathy with advanced ideas. The Pres- 
ident had declared it was his duty to try to 
restore the Queen and having failed had re- 
mitted the duty to Congress. If it was_ his 
duty it was also the duty of Congress. But 
the Senate would not say that Congress should 
do this., The practical question is, are we 
going to keep those people in a turmoil by 
maintaining a Minister there who was ex- 
pressly unfriendly to the de facto govern- 
ment? 

Then the Senate went into executive session 
and soon after adjourned.

Bill for the Examination ef Business 
Methods of National Banks, 
WasnHineton, D. C., Feb. 21,—Senator Mander- 
son has introduced, by request, a bill providing 
for the examination of the methods of business 
ot national banks. No examiner is allowed:to be 
a director or officer of any banking association 
under Federal law. Assessments are ade on 
the banks for the expense of examination. State- 
ments are required to be attested by at least 
three directors. No officer (except directors who 
are not other officers) is allowed to become in- 
debted to the institution in excess of = per nt 
f the paid-in capital. All money paidinto the 
T 25 under existing United State bank laws, 
not otherwise appropriated, shall be converted 
into a national bank fund, to be available to pay 
losses of depositors in_ banking associations or- 
ganized under United States laws, whose affairs 
may be placed in the hands of receivers. On de- 
posit of bonds, notes may be received’ from the 
Controller equal in amount to the market value of 
the bonds, but not exceeding par value. A duty 
of a quarter of 1 per cent every six months on 
the amount of circulation is provided for.

ESQUIMAUX GOING TO WASHINGTON. 


Party of People from Arctic Regions Stops 
with the Cold Wave in Chicago, 

A party of eleven Esquimaux 1s at the Con- 

tinental Hotel in charge of Capt. Miner W. 


Bruce, United States Commissioner in charge 


of the reindeer station in Northwest Alaska. 
The party is on its way to Washington, where 
the Esquimaux have an appointment to meet 
the President Monday. The object of the 
Visit is to secure an additional appropriation 
for bringing reindeer from Siberia. These 
are necessary to furnish a food supply for the 
natives, who number nearly 30,000. The 
whales have all been driven north by Ameri- 
can whalers and the walrus has been prac- 
tically exterminated. This leaves only seals 
and small fish for the support of the natives. 
The people in the party came froma point 
thirty miles north of the Arctic circle and 
2.500 miles northwest of Sitka.

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HEAVY SNOW STORM IN THE WEST. 


From the Missouri Across the Rockies 
‘and from Cheyenne to New Mexico. 

Denver, Colo., Feb. 21.—The thermometer 
fell to 7“ below zero this morning, and snow 
has been falling all day. The storm is re- 
ported to extend from the Missouri River to 
the western side of the range and from Chey- 
enne to New Mexico. The snow is three 
inches deep here, but has not yet interrupted 
railway traffic. 

Pogo, Colo., Feb. 21.—The snow storm 
which began last night has continued all day, 
and extends throughout the southern portion 
of the State., Trains are hours late and snow 
plows have been sent out to open the mount- 
ain passes if possible. Street cars ate ‘kept 
moving with difficulty. 

San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 21.—The Central 
Pacific railroad company announces, that 
trains have at last got through the mountains 
after one of those exceptionally severe storms 
which are occasionally encountered in the 
Sierra Nevadas. Two miles of railroad snow 
sheds and galleries were crushed in by the im- 
mense weight of snow which came down upon. 
them. These galleries,. which are built at 
great expense, are of enormous strength, 
and constructed in such way as to carry snow 
over the road and down the mountain sides. 
Galieries have generally been sufficient for 
this purpose, but in the late storm resistless 
avalanches crushed them like ,egg shells, 
causing a complete blockade of 95 lines. 

Reno, Nev., Feb. 21.—Between 300 and 
400 passengers are delayed here. Last night 
100 or more made a demand on Agent Fieids 
for food while biockaded. The demand was 
not complied with, although the company is 
furnishing all destitute passengers with meal 
— All freight trains are held at Wads- 
worth. 


GIRLS PASS COUNTERFEIT MONEY. 


Two Arrested at Omaha Believed to Be a 
Part of an Organized Gang. 

Omana, Neb., Feb. 21.— [Special. I— The 
detectives are still at work trying to unearth 
the gang of counterfeiters who are flooding 
Omaha and the neighboring towns with bogus 
coin. It was discovered that several girls 
were engaged in handling the bad money, and 
the arrest of Maud Wilson in the north end of 
town yesterday was followed by an arrest in 
the South Side today. For several weeks 
merchants have found consideruble ‘of he 
queer in their possession and have discovered 
in most cases that it reached them 
through + young, girls. A girl named 
Carrie Hart was arrested today and 
has been identified by several 
merchants as the girl who had passed coun- 
terfeit dollars on them ina business way. 
The girl claims that if the money was bad she 
did not know it, and that it was given to her 
in change. Carrie Hart’s mother called on 
her in the jail today and cautioned her not to 
talk, Mrs. Hartisa sister of the McCarty 
boys living at Bellevue, against one of whom 
a charge of counterfeiting has been made. 
The police believe the counterfeiting plant is 
located on an island in the river near Bellevue 
and the Federal authorities will investigate.

THE | PENNSYLVANIA ELECTION. 

The completer returns from the election in 
Pennsylvania for Congressman-at-large show 
that the Republican candidate will have a ma- 
. jority cf 176,000, the highest ever given in 
the State. That huge majority for Grow isa 
majority against the Wilson bill and the Dem- 
ocratic tariff policy. 

What is quite as significant as the bigness 
of the majority is the size of the vote. The 
spring elections were held on the same day 
that the Congressional vacancy was filled. 
All know how light the vote is always at such 
elections. As there was not the remotest pos- 
sibility-of the election of a Democrat there 
was no reason why the Republicans should 
have turned out in specially large numbers to 
vote for Grow. They did, however, that there 
might be no question how they felt about the 
Wilson bill, 

In 1892 there were cast in Philadelphia 
116,600 votes for Harrison, 84,400 for 
Cleveland, and 1,300 scattering. Last fall 
the Republican candidates for State offices 
got 103,700, the Democratic candidates 51,- 
400, and there was a scattering vote of 1,500. 
Day before yesterday 117.200 votes were 
cast for Mr. Grow, 58,300 for his Democrat- 
ie competitor, and 2,100 scattering. That 
more Republican votes were cast Tuesday 
than weregiven to Harrison shows the interest 
taken by the voters and their opinion of the 
Wilson bill, which was the ore issue of the 
campaign. It will be seen that the Demo- 
cratic vote fell off 30 per cent. Some of the 
Democrats, mostly workingmen, voted the 
Republican ticket. It is reported that this 
happened all over the State, especially in the 
manufacturing districts. Other Democrats 
unwilling to cast Republican ballots showed 
their discontent with their party by not voting 
at all. 

Philadelphia is a great manufacturing city. 
It is also, as compared with other manufact- 
uring centers, notabie for its large percentage 
of American-born i citizens. Of the inhab- 
itants of Philadelphia in 1890 74 per cent 
were born in the United States. The percent- 
age in Boston was about 65, in New York 58, 
and in Chicago 58. Therefore those Demo- 
crats who say that the Republican majority 
in Pennsylvania is due to the votes of ignor- 
ant foreigners ’’ only show how hard up they 
are for an excuse. Philadelphia with its large 
intelligent American population gave Grow 
23,000 more majority than it gave Harrison. 
So in Pittsburg, another manufacturing ‘city

SHARP ADVANCE IN FIRE INSURANCE. 

The Chicago underwriters of fire insurance 
have agreed on an advance of 25 per cent in 
the rates of premium on stocks and buildings 
between Twelfth and Michigan streets and 
east of Halsted. The rates also are similarly 
advanced on stocks of goods outside that area 
but inside the old limits of the city, while the 
} buildings will continue to be insured at the 
rates in force last week.. The only exception 
to the rule is in the case of about 300 risks that 
are equipped with an*automatic device for 
sprinkling. The discrimination in favor of 
these risks is a big one, as-already they were 
accorded a discount of 25 per cent on the reg- 
ular rate. 

It is estimated that about 150 million dol- 
lars’ worth of property is affected ‘by. the 
change, so that if the old premiums average 
1 per cent the increase to be paid annually is 
not far from $375,000. This will makea big, 

ference to the companies, though divided 
mong 150 of them, and it is claimed that at 
least with some of the companies it decides in 
the negative the question whether or not they 
should withdraw from the fie For the local 
managers say that heretofore the business has 
been conducted without a profit sufficient to, 
cover the risk, while for the last two months 
the losses in the district named ha ve equaled 
the gross receipts from insurers. 

If the advance was a proper oné to be made 
it was well to make it quickly, as a delay 
would ha ve given so much of advantage to 
insurers that che revenues of the companies 
would not have been materially augmented 
for some months to come. But the ad visabil- 
ity of making the change is another matter. 
Since the great fire, which of course broke all 
records, the 80 per cent of losses for last year 
has been three times exceeded—namely: by 
83 in 1874, by 88 in 1885, and 98 in 1887, 
though in twelve out of the twenty-two years 
the losses were lest than 50 per cent of the 
money taken in as premiums. But seeing 
that for the six years ending with 1893 the 
losses averaged a little more than 55 per cent 
it is legitimate to inquire if those of last year 
ought not to be regarded as so far exceptional 
that they may be expected to be counterbal- 
anced by a light year in 1894, thus rendering 
the advance unnecessary to a fair profit on 
the business. The experience of lees than

SOPHOMORES AS MURDERERS. 

The follies of college students have reached 
a point where it will be necessary for the law 
to take cognizance of them. Two evil cus- 
toms have had a rank growth in American 
educational institutions. One of them is 
hazing, the other the warfare between different 
classes, whose members behave on stated oc- 
casions as if they were hereditary enemies in- 
stead of fellow students. 

The Cornell freshmen decided to give a 
class supper night before last. The sopho- 
mores felt it their duty to break up those 
harmless festivities if they could? The fresh- 
men expected trouble, and they were not dis- 
appointed, but it came in a different form 
from what they looked for. They got into 
their supper room after a. mild fight at the 
deor with the sophomores and fancied their 
troubles were over, but their antagonists 
made their way into the cellar and bored holes 
in the kitchen and dining-room floor, through 
which pungent and stifling chloringgas found 
its way into the upper rooms. This is the 
use to which the sophomores put the lessons 
in chemistry they had received. 

The result was not merely the breaking up 
of the banquet, which was what the students 
expected, but also the death of two persons, 
which they did not reckon on. One of these 
was the cook, the other one of the freshmen. 
Now, such a performance as this is murder, 
and all those who were concerned ‘in the mat- 
ter are murderers, Of course, they meant to 
annoy and not to kill. That may mitigate 
their guilt, but it does not do away with the 
fact that they have committeqͥ a crime. They 
knew they were confmitting a lawless, crimi- 
nal act, and they are responsible for the con- 
sequences. , 

It is the duty of the civil authorities of 
Ithaca, with the assistance of the authoritigs 
of the college, to hunt down these offenders, 
bring them to justice, and make an examplé 
ofthem. That will putan effectual stop to 


these brutalities and barbarities which are 


tolerated in American colleges. Cornell 
sophomores in the penitentiary will bea val- 
able object lesson for the sophomores and 
freshmen in other institutions. . 
The responsibility rests, however, on the 
college authorities. They should have put an 
end years ago to these senseless- feuds of 
classes. Of course they have been afraid that 
if they did take effective measures to stop 
them students would leave and go elsewhere, 
So the authorities have tolerated what they 
knew was a crying evil. They have had their 
lesson now. They should act at once and end 
these disgraceful practices if they have to ex- 
pel every student asa a prelimiary.

WASHINGTON’S BIRTHDAY. ' 

The anniversary of Washington’s birthday 
will be appropriately celebrated today under 
the auspices of the Union League club. It 
will begin with interesting exercises in the 
schools, under the direction of those desig- 
nated by the club, in pursuance of the policy 
carried out by it during the last few years, In 
the afternoon the club itself will celebrate at 
the Auditorium, Gov. McKinley of Ohio bemg 
the orator of the occasion. It goes without 
saying that the Governor will be greeted by 
an immense and brilliant audience. In the 
evening the club will have its customary ban- 
quet, at which Gov. McKinley and other dis- 
tinguished gentlemen will pay their tributes 
to the memory of Washington. 

In thus observing the day the Union League. 
club is true to the principles upon which it 
was founded and subserves an important na- 
tional purpose, It is well that once a year at 
least we should .consider: the days of the 
fathers and the principles they advocated. It 
is well that the rising generation should be 
impressed with a sense of Washingten’s 
greatness, and that they should be made ac- 
quainted with the services he rendered his 
country. In these days of bitter competition 
in money making, of frequent violation of 
fundamental political doctrines, of assaults 


by demagogues upon the purity of elections, : 
it is well that good citizenship should be en- 


couraged and that the lessons of patriotism 
should be inculeated. It is needful that once 
a year at least the national spirit should be 
‘revived, and there is no surer way of preserv- 
ing it than by impressing the lessons of Wash- 


ington’s lite upon the young, making them 
, acquainted with the principles of the govern- | 


ment, and teaching them venerati6n for the 
flag. In this great work Chicago always has 
taken a leading part. As the great national 
and patriotic center of the country it has al- 
ways celebrated the day with peculiar enthu- 
siasm, and never more so than it will today. 


WHERE THE MAYOR CAN APPLY THE 
KNIFE, 
If the members of the Council will care- 
fully consider the appropriations for each de- 
partment and bureau of the municipal gov- 
ernment they will find opportunities for re- 
ductions larger in the aggregate than those 
recommended by the Finance committee. 
Taking the estimates of the report in their 
order we find that in the Buildmg Inspection 
Department there are a Secretary, Chief 
Clerk,“ and three clerks. What is the neces- 
sity of so large a clerical force? Then there 
are 20 Building Inspectors and 6 Elevator 
Inspectors. Three, or at most four, Elevator 
Inspectors would be sufficient. The Buiiding 
Inspectors could also be reduced in num ber, 
Building Commissioner Eisendrath might be 
called before the Council and asked whether 
he cannot. get along with a smaller force. 
And what, by the way, does the Building De. 
partment want of a messenger? Is not the 
messenger’s place made to provide a job for 
a political hanger-on? And is not $800 a 
rather large salary to pay for the job? - 
Provision is made in the Street and Alley 
Cleaning Bureau for thirty-four ward inspect- 
ors. This is one for each ward. There are 


some wards where an inspector is hardly 
| needed. Other wards can be grouped—the 


Third and Fourth, for instance, and the 
Eighth and Ninth. The number- is made 
thirty-four for patronage purposes, There 1s 
an item of $8,000 for horse feed. This is for

dead animals. In St, Louis and other cities. 


the dead animals are removed without cost to 
the city. The contractor in icago could 
make a handsome profit out of the business 
though he should make no charge to the tax- 


| payers. This item is very much in the nature 


of a job. ‘ 

There is as much uss for an nasletesit vessel 
dispatcher as there is for a fifth wheel for a 
coach, and the item for his salary in the bill 
ought to be cut out. Considering the indus- 
trial condition, the prices of food and cloth- 
ing, the salaries of the bridgetenders could be 
sealed 10 or 15 per cent. There would be a 
scramble for the places at the reduced sal- 


aries. Could not the services of two of the 


four Assistant Harbormasters be dispensed 
with also? These jobs were created in recent 
years to satisfy certain politicians. There is 
no necessity for more than two assistants— 
one at South Chicago and one to do river 
duty. The others merely loaf. There is an 
item of $11,825 for salariei of bridge tele- 


phone operators, which should also be the 


subject of investigation. The number of the 
operators is not given. Is the lump appro- 
priation in this case intended to cover a steal? 
The operators, it is pretended, “ assist in the 
movement of the vessels in the river for nine 
months.“ Nobody has noted any improve- 


ment in the movement,“ notwithstanding 


the large expenditure. 

The Mayor. as well as the members of the 
Council, should make inquiries into these ex- 
penditures. He will find that there are many 
items included in the report of the Finance 
committee which ought to be cut out. If they 
are not cut out in the Council he can apply 
the veto, 


UNION AND NON-UNION CARPENTERS, 

It seems odd that the police cannot keep the 
peace at the southwest corner of Washington 
and La Salle, just across the street from the 
police headquarters. That they do not do so 
may be attributed to the fact that they cannot 
see what goes on under their noses or to the 
fact that their sympathies are all with the 
union men, from whose ranks the force is so 
largely recruited. Or they may wish to show 
their gratitude to organized labor for hav- 
ing petitioned that the wages of the rank and 
file be not cut down. 

It is certain that that measure of protection 
to which they are entitled has not been given 
the non-union men who want to go to work 
on the Stock Exchange Building.. They are 
violating no law. They are Kuilty of no im- 
moral act. What, indeed, can be more com- 
mendable and moral than the effort they are 
making to earn some money for the support 
of their families? They should be encouraged 
rather than discouraged. 

It is admitted that the union men are not 
bound to remain absolutely passive. 
have a right to talk to and reason with these 
non-union men if they see fit. They have a 
right to appeal to tnem to join the union, or 
not to work for the wages offered them. They 
can argue with them to their hearts’ content, 
but they must stop there and not resort to 
force or even to threats. They must not 
punch a man’s head nor must they say they 
will do it if ne insists on working. 

Officially this is the policy of the Carpenters’ 
Union. Officially it discountenances force. 
One of its officers says: 


The charge that the union is resorting to vio- 
lence to keep men from going to work is not tme. 
The union not only discountenances violence in 
such cases, but has strict laws against it. The 
fact is that individual members of the union lose 
their heads when they get into heated argu- 
ments with men who are trying to get their 
places and the result is a fight, 


It appears that it is with the unions much as | 
it used to be with the Indians, The chiefs are 


for peace and the young men are for war. 
The former are unable to control the latter, 
and the bucks will go off on the warpath. 
The officers of the union deplore mildly 
unpleasant accurrences which they say they 
would like to prevent but cannot. Their dis- 
inclination for the use of physical force does 
not prevent them, however, from seeing that 
the fiery and impulsive young men are bailed 
out when arrested, and the spoilsof the enemy 
—the tool cheats captured from non-union 
men—find their way to union headquarters. 
So it is fair to assume that the union is not 
at heart opposed to violence and that it can- 
not be relied on to keep the peace and to see 


| that the rights of other workers are resvected. 


Therefore the police will have todo it. They 
must put a stop to the heated arguments 
which are begun invariably by the union men 
and see they do not degenerate into a fight. 
They must protect the right of American citi- 
zens to work. :

CUT DOWN THE WAGES. 
The Finance committee has submitted an 
alternative proposition to the Council. Either 
reduce the wages of the patrolmen or reduce 


by 875 the number of men who walk beat. 


The Aldermen must determine next week 
whether they will ship-those 375 men or cut 
down the pay of all in order that those 
men may be retained in the service. Have 
they any doubts as to what they ought to do? 

The city authorities have been saying con- 


tinually for years, especially since the large 


territorial annexations, that the police force 
was not large enough. The Aldermen have 
agreed with them, and would have made large 
additions to the force had the city had the 
money. It must be admitted that the present 
force is rather thin when it comes to spread- 
ing it over 186 square mile of territory, some 
of it vacant; but much of it densely popu- 
lated. There are burglaries and highway 
robberies by night andday. The number will 
not be likely to decrease as police protection 
is diminished. 

Therefore if the Aldermen decide to cut off 
375 men they will not consult the interests of 
the people whose houses will be more likely 
to be plundered and who will be more likely 
to de robbed when going to or from their 
homes, And the people will not relish this 
lessened security ‘of person and property 
when they know that the 375 men could have 
been kept in the employ of the city if the Al- 
dermen had seen fit to reduce the wages of 
patrolmen as the wages of all other workers 
in the United States have been reduced. They 
will not be pleased to see the Aldermen delib- 
erately deprive 375 men of work in order 
that those who keep their places may get ex- 
travagantly high wages.. The taxpayer whose 
own wages have been cut down will not relish 
this way of doing business. 

Wages have fallen 20 per cent on the aver- 
age throughout the United States. It is the 
duty of the Aldermen to recognize that fact 
and cut down all the city employés, large and 
small, in the same proportion, If they do 
that there will be no resignations, least of all 
among the rank and file, who are so well paid 
now considering the amount of work they do. 
Not one of them, as the Aldermen know, will 
throw up his job, There will be as many ap- 
plications for places after the reduction as 
before, Cry offices will be looked on nl as 


soft snaps.” 


Quite irrespective of the general fall in 
wages it happens that the revenues of the city 
have. fallen off. Will the Aldermen divide 
what money the city has to spend among the 
largest possible number of persons ora smaller 
number? It is customary when focd supplies 
run short to cut down the rations of each in- 
dividual, It is not customary to give some

A MEMBER of the eee, Union of this 
eity has gone to Washington on behalf of the 
union to ask the Senate not to lower the duty 
on imported cigars as recommended by the 
Wilson bill. The men have no objection to 
the reduction of tke duty on grades of leaf 


tobacco which cannot be grown in the United 
States, but they do not want the duty on the 


manufactured article lowered, because the 
effect will be to cut their wages and lessen 
their chances for work. Such will be the 
effect of the proposed reduction, and the cigar- 
makers are quite right to do what they van to 
prevent it. But why did not they atfend to 
it sooner? They are a year and a quarter too 
late. Instead of waiting and going to Wash- 
ington now they should have gone to the polls 
in November, 1892, and voted fpr the candi- 
dates of a party pledged not to reduce the 
duties on imported cigars, and consequently 
the wages of American -cigarmakers. They 
went to the polis, but most of them voted 
against the candidates of the party which had 
raised the duties on imported cigars, and thus 
given more and better paid work to American 
cigarmakers, and voted for the candidates of 
a party whose platform pledged it to the re- 
peal of those higher protective duties. What 
did they do that for? Why did they show such 
alack of gratitude and of common sense? 
They must have known what they were doing. 
They are intelligent workingmen. When 
they voted against protection they must have 
made up their minds to accept the conse- 
quences, It is too late for them to plead the 
baby act and say they did not know what they 
were doing. They will have to sleep in the 
bed they have made up for themselves. The 
Senate will pay no attention to them, and the 
cigarmakers might as well resign themselves 


to the low wages and scanty work which are 
to come, 


Tue Central Relief Association notifies the 


public that it has money enough on hand to 
last only three days, and if subscriptions do 
not flowin the work of the assoz.ation will 
hawe tobe curtailed or discontinued. It is 
stated that the unusual emergency with 
which the association has so Jong been con- 
fronted is in no sense past. The number of 
families in need of aid is no less, and in every 
department of the work the demand has never 
been greater than at the present time.” This 
is convincing evidence of the pernicious activ- 
ity of the Wilson bill. It weighs like lead 
upon industry and enterprise. It checks 
every kind of business. It hinders capital 
setting men at work, and when there is work 
for them ft lessens the wages they are paid. 
It is not surprising that there is more need of 
relief than ever, for never. during the mem- 
ory of the present generation has such a 
blow been leveled at the industries of the 
country as by the Wilson bill. The citizens 
who are appealed to by the Relief Association 
for subscriptions may rest assured that the as- 
sociation is not exaggerating in the least when 
it says that the need of relief is urgent. The 
contemplated upsetting of the tariff policy of 
a third of a century is doing its work. It is 
producing an amount of misery which will 
strain the resources of the charitable citizens 
of Chicago, but the present need is so great 
that they must come promply to the aid of 
the Relief Association.

CASTAWAYS AT HOME. 


MEN OF THE WREOKED KEARSARGE 
ABRIVE AT NEW YORK. 


Admiral Stanton and Commander moor 


man Refuse to Discuss the Responsibil- 
ity for the Loss of the Ship=Court of 
Inquiry Appointed@McKane's Hench- 
men in Gravesend Will Now Be Brought 
to Trial, with Justice Sutherland the 
FirsteGeneral News from New York. 


New York, Feb, 21.—jSpecial.]—More than 


a thousand enthusiastic Americans cheered 
the 202 survivors of the United States cruiser 
Kearsarge which was wrecked on Roncador 
Reef when they landed at the foot of Canal 
etreet at noon today from the steamer City of 

ra. The approaches to the pier were so 
crowded that it required a special force of 
police to keep the crowd back, The end of 
the pier was handsomely decorated with the 
international code of signais, and an immense 
American flag was strung along the rafters of 
the dock shed over the gang-plank, The City 
of Para left Colon a week ago today with the 
entire crew, with the exception of two. These 
were Anderson Robbins, the colored second- 
Class fireman who was drowned, and Dr. Mer- 
ritt W. Barnum, the Assistant Surgeon, who 
crossed the isthmus to join the Ranger in the 
Pacific. 

Commander Arent S. Crowninshield, the 
Captain of the Brooklyn Navy Yard, who for- 
merly commanded the Kearsarge, was at the 
steamship pier with the yard ‘tugs Nina and 
Narheeta tu transfer the officers and men to 
the yard. There were also Gen. John New- 
ton. the President of the Panama railroad 
company, and the wife of Admiral Stanton. 
The son of Commander Heyerman boarded 
the City of Para in the upper bay from the 
revenue cutter Chandler. 

Lieut. Frederick R. Brainard of Chicago, 
who made the journey of eighty miles in the 
sailing launch to seek help for the men, told a 
custom-house offices he had no declaration to 
make because he had nothing, even his shoes 
and clothes being borrowed. The sailing 
launch in which Brainard made the trip was 
strung up on the davits of the City of Para, 
and four other boats of the Kearsarge were 
stowed below decks. There were two whale- 
boats, a cutter, and a catamaran. The last 
named was the craft used in saving all hands. 


Will Not Talk of ‘Responsibility. 


Acting Admiral Oscar F. Stanton repeated 
the story of the wreck of his flagship and the 
rescue of the officers and crew. In answer to 
the question as to the cause of the accident, 
whether due, as has been rumored, to de- 
fective chronometers or otherwise, Admiral 
Stanton said: 

» cannot say anything in regard to the 
responsibility for the wreck and therefore 
cannot express an opinion as to whether the 
wreck wus due to carelessness or defective in- 
struments or to any one on board the Kear- 
sarge. Anyhow, I feel inclinea to say as lit- 
tle as possible about this matter because of 
the peculiar misfortune which has seemed 
to follow me of late. I have had sufficient 
notoriety, this being the second time I have 
arrived in New York harbor under almost 
sensational circumstances within a short 
time. I am feeling very happy, and my phys- 
ical condition, and 1 might say mental condi- 
tion, is just a trifle better than it was on the 
occasion of hd last trip up New York bay.“ 

In answer to a question as to the possibility 
of raising and saving the Kearsarge Admiral 
Stanton said: There is no possible chance 
ofsaving it. It was all stove in when it 
struck the reef, and when we left it it was al- 
most full of water. Even if this were not the 
case the weather is such down there that it is 
very difficult to work on account of the in- 
tense heat aud blistering sun.“ :

There was nobody 
on the bridge at the tlme of the accident, and 
there was no pilot, but Ido not care to talk 
about causes or effects or responsibility, or 
anything of that sort. That will have to be 
left for the investigation that is sure tad come. 
It was known that we were in the vicinity of 
the reef. 

A dispatch from Washington says Acting 
Secretary McAdoo today appointed as a court 
of inguiry to examine into and report upon 
the facts connected with the wreck of the 
Kearsarge Admiral Gherardi, in command of 
the New York Navy-Yard; Capt. Miller, at- 
tached to the same yard; and Capt. Kane, In- 
spector of Foreign Vessels. Lieutenant- 
Commander Joseph Kelly will act as recorder. 
The board will begin its work Monday noon 
at the New York Navy-Yard. The fact that 


Admiral Gherardi has been placed on the 


board is an indication that Admiral Stanton 
is regarded as vithin the terms of the order of 
inquiry. 

An official report shows none of the famous 


guns of the Kearsarge were on the lost craft. 


TRIAL OF M’KANE’S HENCHMEN. 


Justice Sutherland Will Lead Off Monday 
on a Comparatively Minor Charge. 

New Yorx, Feb. 21.—(Special.]—Justice 
Kenneth F. Sutherland is the first of the 
Coney Island officials to follow John Y. Me- 
Kane before a jury for trial. Deputy Attor- 
ney-General Edward M. Shepard this morning 
asked Judge Cullen to take up Monday the in- 
dictment charging McKane and Sutherland 
jointly with oppression. This is a misde- 
meanor, and the sentence, if Sutherland should 
be convicted, will bea mere bagatelle to what 
McKane received. McKane’s presence will 
not be necessary at the trial. The chief will 
have toappear Friday morning, however, to 
plead to some of the January indictments for 
felonies, and he may perhaps listen to the ar- 
gurhents on his application for a certificate of 
reasonable doubt, which comes up before 
Judge Cullen then. The case of Jameson, the 
Gravesend Constable, for perjury has been 
set down for Monday, and will follow the 
trial of Sutherland for oppression.

BANKER BLAU T's TRIAL ENDED. 


His Case Goes to the Jury, Which Was 
Locked Up for the Night, 

Nrw York, Feb. 21.—[Special.]—All of the 
evidence in the case against Joseph F. Blaut, 
President of the wrecked Madison Square 
Bank, was in early today. The attorneys 
summed up briefly, Judge Barrett charged 
the jury, and they retired to consider the ver- 
dict. At 11 o'clock the jury was locked up 
for the night. Blaut himself was the last wit- 
ness for the defense. The State then called 
ex-Bank Examiner Creed, Cashier Thompson, 
and Bank Superintendent Preston in rebuttal. 
Their evidence tended to prove that worthless 
securities had been passed on representations 
by President Blaut. During the examination of 
the defendant Mr. Davis inquired about the 
purchase by the bank from Blaut of 5100, 
000 par value Prescott and Arizona first 
mortgage bonds March 3 and 16, 1893. 
They were sworn to in the report, not the 
schedule, at the value of $87,500. Upon ob- 
jection Mr. Davis said he would prove that the 
bonds were worth only $50,000 and that the 
defendunt knew it. His Attorney requested 
that the question be withdrawn from the jury’s 
consideration, but Justice Barrett ruled that 
such an instruction would be an abuse of his 
discretion. 

Mr. Lauterbach then rose and said that un- 
der the circumstances he believed it was his 
right to suggest to the witness that he could 
refuse to answer any questions on the ground 
that the answers would tend to criminate him. 


Judge Barrett said it was proper for a witness 


to refuse to answer on these grounds, but it 
was a most unusual proceeding for counsel to 
admonish the witness in open court. Mr. 
Lauterbach said he did not think it was 
necessary to go to the witness privately 
to tell him. The defendant heeded the 
admonition of his counsel when he was asked 
if the bonds of the Automaton Piano com- 
pany went to the bank as agreed to and the 
bank got the money, declining to answer, as 
he eaid, on the ground suggested by my

In case the voters decide that liquors shall be 
sold in original packages such packages shall 
not be of less than five. gallons of malt nor 
less than one pint of spirituous liquors, and 
not to be drank on the premises. The bill 
prevides for the appointment of a State 
liquor inspector at a salary of $2,000. The 
bill follows out the lines suggested by the Re- 
publican members of the committee.

last night. it was the Washington supper of 
the Collegiate Alumni Association, University 
of Chicago, and the success of that institution 
of learning was toasted in song and story. 
There were many present who kuew of the 
successes, struggies, losses, and decline of the 


1 old university. All there last night knew of, 


the resurection, the growth, and the crowning 


from the ashes of the old. 

The program was entertaining, and from 
first to last stories, laughter, and appreciative 
applause of speeches well timed was the order 
of the evening. The few members who could 
not be present were heard from by letter or 
by telegram, each expressing his loyaity to 
the association and to the university. 

When Toastmaster Edgar L. Jayne called 
the attention of the feasters to the head table 
at 10 o’clock it was toannounce the college 
song. Vive l’Armour,”’ the refrain of which, 
„ Viva la Compagnie.“ was joined in by the 
banqueters. Then came President William 
R. Harper, who, after a warm reception, spoke 
of The University of Chicago.” 

Rise of the University. 


Dr. Harper said he wondered whether atl 
present recognized the meaning of the word 
collegiate as used upon that occasion. It had 
been nearly two years since the association 
met at the Grand Pacific. Then the new 
university was just coming forth and all the 
speeches were contrasting the old and the 
new. Thetime had come when the old“ 
and the new should be stricken out and 
hereafter there should be only the University 
of Chicago. Two years ago everything was 
still on paper. Two days later the Kent 
chemical laboratory was announced, esti- 
mated to cost $150,000. It was completed 
for 8225000 and is now full of professors 

and students. 

The speaker said it was impossible to calcu- 
late what had taken place in the two years. 
It was hardly necessary for him to tell of the 
university. The newspapers, the doctor said, 
had been good friends to the undertaking and 
had told everything a little ahead. They also 
told of troubles with professors’ cows and the 
adorning of buildings with unsightly paint- 
ings, but those were creations of the im- 
agination only. The absence of rowdyism 
was a fact and truetothe graduating ele- 
ments predominating. Of the 800 students 
397 were undergraduates. The lower classes 
were strong. Nearly every student had come 
with a degree. It was a question whether the 
old college spirit was not being lost by this, 
but an effort in the opposite direction was 
being made. At present the university has 
more graduating students than any other one 
in the land, the number being 287. 


Butidings and Their Cost. 


At present there are thirteen buildings, 
costing nearly $2,000,000. They were all 
worth examining. Nowhere was there a better 
equipped laboratory than the Ryerson phys- 
ical laboratory. It equals any college 
building erected anywhere during the year. 
Contrairy to custom the university would 
carry a summer quarter, beginning July 1. 
The university had been manned for four 
quarters and not three quarters. There was 
one-fourth of the students absent all the time. 
sa — working force was at work all the 

This would enable many to profit by 
the b of the university. While this 
was an experiment the outlook was most fa- 
vorable. 

There was one instructog, for every six stu- 
dents, continued Dr. Harptr. The meaning 
was that the university dealt with studerts, 
not in classes, not in groups, but 
‘every student as an individual. The 
advisability of this would become apparent 
later. The temptation would be great to in- 
crease the students and not the professors. 
Ihe high scale of admission had kept the 
number of students down, but the high stand- 
ard must be maintained. Medicine will come 
some time. The law school is not far distant. 
Comparatively nothing has been done and 
much is to be done in the next two years for 
the sake of educational work in and about 
Chicago.

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SAFE HARBOR FOR WORKING WOMEN, 


Home at Which Board and Lodging Can 
Be Had for $2.50 a Week. 
Working women can obtain lodging and 


board at 52.50 a week. This is the rate es- 


tablished by the Home of Self- Supporting 
Women at No, 275 East Indiana street. At 
present sixty-seven working women are 
domiciled there. The home is a threé-story 
brick structure of plain design and has a 
frontage of fifty feet on Indiana street, It is 
in charge of Mrs. A. M. Rugby, who acts as 
matron and looks after her charges. All 
women who are dependent on themselves for 
support are admitted here, The stipulation 
made by the board of directors is that onl 


those who do not earn more than $8 a wee 
can be admitted. 

In its way, the home is a blessing for hun- 
dreds of working women who could not other- 
wise - afford the comforts of a home, For 

2. 50 a week a woman can obtain lodgings and 
board, consisting of three good meals a day. 
For those who cannot come home to their 


midday meal lunches are put up. The wom- . 


en sleep in dormitories, Those who avail 
themselves of these accommodations are 
girls from 16 to 18 years of age; who 
do not earn more than $3 to $4 a week. 
By baying $3.50 to $4 a week a private room 
can be had. Every thmgin the home is neat 
and tidy. A reception parlor. a large library, 
and bathrooms make the establishment home- 
like and comfortable. The home was started 
four years ago. It is not entirely self-sup- 
porting, and is kept up by charitable women, 

At times we had as many as eighty-nine 
women here,“ said«Mrs. Rugby yesterday. 

During the winter months when the work 
was scarce we have given lodgings and 
meals to many destitute women. Attimes 
we have been obliged to put up cots here, so 
great was the demand for accommodations. 
The girls seem to like it here. We have some 
who have been here ever since the home start- 
ed. Itisto them indeed a home. Often 
when they are out of work and have no money 
we carry them untél they can get employ- 
ment.“

Palmer, who arrived in the city Sunday night, 
returned to Detrdit yesterday afternoon. He 
said that the committee had adjourned sine 
die. While here ex-Senator Palmer has been 
considering the final report of the commis- 
sion on the World’s Fair. It may take five 
years,” he said, before these .eports go to 
the government printer for publication. We 
have been endeavoring to have the reports of 
the Illinois corporation made in such shape 
that it will complete and round 
out in every particular tne  gov- 
erument report of the Exposition. 
There is nothing before the commission now, 
and there is not likely to be unleg there should 
be an appeal from the Committee on Awards; 
but no one as yet has taken that action, and i 
am iuclined to think they will not do it.”’ 

The government reports on the World's 
Fair, as outlined by Mr. Palmer, will be in 
the following order: 

Report of the President of the commission, con- 
sisting of narrative of events. Report of the Sec- 
retary of the commission, including the financial 
report of the commission. Report of the Board 
of Lady Managers. Report of the Lilinois Cor- 

ration of the World's Columbian Exposition. 

eport of the Council of Administration. Report 
of the Director-General. Report of the Commit- 
tee on Awards.. 

This arrangement was decided upon yester- 
day after an extended conference of me m 
bers of the National Commissien who were in 
the city, and is doubtless final. These nal 
reports will probably require 100 volumes 
the size of the Congressional Record. The 
part given up to the Committee on Awards 
will take at least sixty volumes, Every ar- 
ticle exhibited must be described, together 
with its uses. 

The government reports will be the basis of 
all history which may be subsequently writ- 
ten. It was on this account that ex-Senator 
Palmer and the National Commissioners have 
been so anxious that the local corporation 
should round out to the fullest exteat the re- 
lations of the City of Chicago and the local 
directory toward the Fair as a business under- 
taking. 


HER CHARITY WORK COMES TO GRIEF, 


Mrs. Lawler Arrested on Charges Made by 
the Woman’s Emergency Mission, 

Mes. Ada Lawler, wife of C. A. Lawler, a 
real-estate dealer in the Owings Buiiding, is 
under arrest on a charge of operating a 
scheme by which, perhaps. hundreds of cifi- 
zens intending to aid the Woman’s Emer- 
gency Mission, No. 68 Peck court, were made 
victims. It is said she posed as an accredited 
agent for the home and appeared under the 
alias of Ada Temple. D. H. Curtis, at whose 
place of business, No. 182 State street, Mrs. 
Temple“ received her mail, says she handed 
an enormous correspondence. : 

Several weeks ago, it is said, Mrs. Lawler 
appeared at the mission headquarters and 
told Mrs. Ahrens she knew several men’ who 
would subscribe to charity. Mrs. Lawier was 
accepted as an ageat, made aware of the work 
of the mission, and then took it upon - herself 
to collect subscriptions. It is said she visited 
many prominent business-men and presented 
letters which apparently authorized her to 
coilect subscriptions for charitable work. 
Not only is she accused of obtaining money 
by false pretenses. but she also stands 
charged with renting and selling the furniture 
of flats which had been turned over to the 
mission for the use of the needy. Mrs. 
Ahrens declares that Mrs. Lawler was never 
authorized to sell the flats or even to rent 
them. : 

It is said that the woman secured sub- 
stuntial weekly contributions from A. H. A. 
Mortimer, No. 2223 Cottage Grove avenue. 
Suspicion was thrown.on her by an accident. 
Mrs. Emma C. Parsons, No. 1668 North Hal- 
sted street, who was also connected witif the 
mission, was told by a friend that a $5 sub, 
scription had been made to Mrs. Temple.“ 
The matter was mentioned incidentally at the 
mission and it was discovered that no report 
had been made of such a subscription. Then 
followed an investigation and discoveries, 
which Mrs. Ahrens says are astounding, but 
which she declines for the present to disclose. 

Mrs. Lawler is 35 years of age. She was 
released on bonds and her case will be called 
this morning in Justice Foster’s court at the 
Armory.

Every year thousands of new directories are is- 
sued. but what becomes of the old ones? This 
question very seldom occurs to the mind of the 
public, and yet it is evident that the thousands 
of old directories which are displaced by new 
ones every year must go some place. 

In the first place some of the old books are not 
displaced at all, but are kept by their owners 


until they fall to pieces, when they are burned. 


Many of the directories are so racked up at the 
end of the year that they are not fit for further 
use, and a great number of these are sold as old 
aper and are manufactared into cloth. 
hen a large number of them are sold 


to second-hand book dealers for prices rang- 


ing from 25 cents to $1, and are in tara 
sold by them to people who do not feel like 

ing for a new directory, but do not dgead 
lar orso for onea year old. Many more of the 
old directories are sold directly by the owners to 
other men for about $1. Many men take the new 
directory every year and also keep their old ones, 
and in some places of business may be seen a col- 
lection of directories dating back for six or eight 
years. Thus are the directories kept in circula- 
tion until they wear out and are thrown away or 
sold for old paper.—Toronte World,

BLUEFIELDS DECLARED UNDER SIEGE. 


Copy of a Proclamation Issued by Nica- 
raguan Authorities. 

Cxepar Rarips, la., Feb. 21.—A letter. 
under date of Feb. 13, was received today by 
his relatives from H. G. Highley of Bluefields, 
Mosquito Nation, in which it is said the Com- 
missioners of Nicaragua ordered the Mosquito 
flag taken down and the Nicaraguan flag 
hoisted at Bluefields, which is now occupied 
by 600 soldiers. Accompanying the letter is 
a copy of an official proclamation, bearing 
date Feb. 12, issued by Rigoberto Cabezas, 
Intendenta General of the Atlantic coast of the 
Nicaraguan Government. The proclamation 
cites that the Chief of the Mosquito Reserva- 
tion, having denied the right of Nicaragua to 
put forces in its territory, opposed openly the 
mobilizanon of troops there and categorically 
denied the sovereignty of Nicaragua; the mil- 
itary occupation of Bluefields is ordered, and 
it is declared in a state of siege. The proclama- 
tion decrees that the authority of the Mosqui- 
to Government shall be ignored, and that no 
craft can leave the city or port without a pass 
from the office of Cabezas. 


LIVE ELECTRIC WIRE DELAYS TRAFFIC. 


It Is Torn from Its Supports and Shocks 
the Conductor and Motorman. 

The overhead wire of the North Shore Elec- 
tric road was torn from its supports and fell 
to the ground at the Davis street crossing in 
Evanston at 7 o’cluck yesterday morning and 
serious consequences were narrowly averted. 
As car No. 2, under charge of Motorman Rob- 
inson and Conductor Howard, was going 
around the curve at Fountain square the trol- 
ley caught in a brace and pulled the live wire 
to the ground. As it sagged it struck the 
metal roof of the car and both Robinson and 
Howard received violent shocks, and several 
iron and brass fixtures on the car were melted. 
Several women in the car became terrified 
and tried to get out, but as the wire hung 
immediately in front of the platform they 
were prevented from doing so by the conduc- 
tor. When the wire became grounded the 
automatic break at the power-house broke the 
circuit.

His Favorite Way of Disposing of the 
State’s Strong Testimony—Plainly Inti- 
mates That Mrs. Foy Was Bribed by 
Mrs. T. T. Conklin=Says the Defense's 
Medical Experts Should Be Believed 


Attack on Attorney Scanlan, 


Attorney Donahoe continued his speech to 
the jury in the Coughlin trial yesterday. The 


he ‘proceeds, and yesterday most of his re- 
marks — be plainly heard outside the 


court- room. Andrew Foy and Kunze both at- 


tended court. 

At the morning session Mr. Donahoe gave 
his entire attention to the cause of death, He 
claimed that the State had not proved Dr. 
Cronin died from the blows he received. 
“The ‘indictment in this case, said he, 
‘charges the cause of death to be known, and 
unless you can determine beyond all reason- 
able doubt what was the cause of death you 
must acquit Daniel Coughlin. If* you cannot 
decide that the cause of death was that alleged 
in the indictment you must acquit him.“ 
The attorney for the defense quoted extensive- 


other physicians who made the autopsy. on the 
body of Dr. Cronin. Mr. Donahoe argued 
that these physicians were all in doubt as to 
the cause of Cronin’s death, and said: 

„What right have we then to decide things 
which these learned physicians confessed they 
could not solve? You may wonder why a 
clause was not put in the indictment charging 
the cause of death to be unknown. It is be- 
cause behind this prosecution were mad and 
desperate men who were sure that Dr. Cronin 
was murdered. They were bound to have it 
no other way. They insisted that the Carlson 
cottage was the scene of the homicide. They 
insisted that Dr. Cronin was pounded to 
death in that place. Don't you see that if the 
cause of death was said to be unknown it 
would destroy the cottage theory?“ 

The statement of Dr, Perkins, who declared 
that the cause of death could not be deter- 
mined as a scientific fact, was dwelt upon. 
„This statement.“ said Mr. Donahoe, must 
convince the thinking mind that the cause of 
death is unknown. You never saw any med- 
ical volumes pilea up on Mr. Wing’s desk. 
Not a book, not a reference of any kind aided 
him in seeking to learn the truth from the 
State’s witnesses. Why did the prosecution 
bring on Dr. Henrotin and Dr. Church? Why, 
unless the prosecution was itself convinced 
that Drs. Perkins and Egbert had been unable 
to satisfy your minds beyond a reasonable 
doubt as to the cause of death? 


Holds That Cause of Death Is bahnen. 


Against the testimony of the State’s physi- 
cians Mr. Donahoe cited the opinions of Drs. 
Moyer, Mitchell. and Hektoen. He reminded 
the jury of the correction Dr. Moyer had 
made in the hypothetical question of the pros- 
ecution and spoke of the wide experience of 
each of these physicians. ‘** Now, you will re- 
member, he went on, that all of these 
wounds were scaip wounds. And you will 
remember that Dr. Hektoen, a man of ex- 
perience, said in all his practice he never 
found a case where scalp wounds, uncom pli- 
cated, produced death. Dr. Hermann, Dr. 
Copeland, Dr. Benson, and Dr. Bell all testi 
fied that the cause of death was unknown. 
And I ask you to consider whether or not Mr. 
Bottum’s treatment of Dr. Bell was fair. 0 
was present at the autopsy; he is a physician 
of wide practice. Why should not his opinion 
have been regarded as worthy of notice? 

In directing attention to the testimony of 
Dr. Edmund Andrews Mr. Donahoe paid his 
compliments to the State’s special counsel in 
the following language: And yet Mr. 
Scanlan stood before you and called Dr. 
Andrews a perjurer. This in a court of jus- 
tice by the very man who is supposed to stand 
for right and truth, but who represents all the 
hatred and all the malice that can be brought 
into any court. I tell you, gentlemen, it was 
enough to make the blood ot any honest man 
run cold to hear this young fellow stand here 
and revile that old man. The mad hunt for 
human blood has crazed the minds of some. 
I have a temper hard to control myself and 
I know that many bitter things may be said 
in the heat of passion. But, gentlemen, this 
was not said in the heat of passion. Mr. 
Scanlan made that remark one day and reit- 
erated it the next. Iask you pot to forgive 
Mr. Bottum for allowing it to go uncensured. 
He met Mr. Scanlan after his first remark; 
he must have held a consultation with him, 
but we have no apology for it. No, we hear 
it repeated at the Atst opportunity. And 
what did Dr. Andrews say of the cause of 
death? The cause of death is unknown.’ 
Can you doubt that man? Do you think that 
venerable oid gentleman who served his coun- 
try so faithfully would come here, and for the 
sake of u few paltry dollars paid for his time, 
swear to u lie? 


Claims That Mrs. Foy Was Bribed. 


After recommending the jury to believe the 
twelve defense doctors rather than the four 
called by the State Mr. Donahoe turned the 
force of his argument upon Mrs. Foy.

**IT contend that Mrs. Lizzie Foy is a woman 
with sufficient love of money to make a valu- 
able tool in the hands of a stronger woman, 
Mrs. Conklin. For two reasons I make my 
contention against the truth of her story. 
First, she claims to remember details. which 
must have escaped the attention of any honest 
person; and. second, her testimony is refuted 
by-the statement of men whose word never 
before has been doubted. The State has 
broken up a home. That is what the 
prosecution in this case has done to secure 
this .woman’s story; put policemen in Andrew 
Foy’s own house for the absurd protection ‘of 
his own wife. In all the evidence we find no 
proof that Mrs. Foy ever visited the State’s- 
Attorney 8 office.
